The  case  T  Diphtheria  occurred  in  fiagley  and  was  due  to  a 
leaking  slope tone  pipe  conveying  ja®  into  the  drolling*  One  of 
the  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  was  situated  at  Cox  Green  and  was  no 
doubt  contracted  outside  your  district;  the  other  one  was 
situated  at  Toppings  and  was  due  tc  a  broken  and  leaking 
slopstone  wLstc  pi pa. 

A  f-w  cases  of  tleoslos  and  of  ’ThO-pir.*;  Co’  &h  were 

un^or  observation,  to  the  number  of  4  cases  of  the  former  and  6 
cases  of  the  latter  disease.  One  death  was  recorded  fr un  Bihoop  ing 

Cough  and  2  from  Measles. 

The  only  available  measured for  the  prevention  of  the 
spread  of  infectious  diaoa3os  are,  horse  isolation,  disinfection 
and  fumigation  of  wearing  apparel  and  rooms  occupied. 

I  have  made  two  3pecial  reports  during  the  year;  one 
on  the  outbreak  of  Enteric  Fever  at  Cox  Green  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  1896;  the  other  upon  the  condition  of  the  refuse 
tip  near  the  Guide  Post  on  Blackburn  Hoad. 

I  have  mode  systematic  inspections  of  yo*>r  whole 
district  during  the  year  and  have  notified  to  your  Sanitary 
Inspector  certain  unsanitary  conditions  requiring  attention.  In 

ail  instances  prompt  action  was  taken. 

J  note  with  sal i&f act  ion  that  HJgorton  o no  oimple 
districts  are  now  supplied  with  a  good  supply  of  wholesome  v-utor . 

Your  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  with  reference  to;-
